DAVENPORT, Iowa, a city uf U'HS 


tban 25,000 people, has been alllioteil 
with no less thau 17i> saloons aud 
doggeries, eacb of which contribu- 
ted $30 per annum to the city treas- 
ury, or §8,950 in all. 
Tho city coun- 


cil has raised the license foe to 8200, 
at which rate 130 saloons have been 
licensed. This reduces the number 
of drinking-places by 30 per cent 
and increases the revenue derived 
from them by almost 300 per cent. 
OregoD, Ogle county, 111., has agreed 
on a license-fee of $700 in lieu of 
one of $200, and Henry, Marshall 
county, advances the rate from $200 
to $500. Such evidences of tho gen- 
eral determination of people living 
in the small towns to impose n high 
license should not be lost on the 
General Assembly. In every cuse 
where high license has been adopted 
the result has been a decrease in the 
number of saloons and an increase 
in the municipal revenue.

In obedience to Aid. Roberts' resolution 


ot Monday night, that the council meet 
without pay to transact unfinished busi- 
ness last evening, the local legislators, 
with the exception of Aid. Lake, met in 
adjourned session, and after disposing of 
postponed business in a few minutes, con- 
siderable time was consumed in discuss- 
ing the sidewalk and ordinance question*. 


Mayor Chambers called for the reading 


of communications, and Clerk Durfee 
presented one from Nicholas Laux, who 
desired to withdraw his name as surety 
from the bonds of Michael McMahon and 
Thomas McMahon, applicants for license. 
On motion of Parke the prayer of Mr. 
Laux was granted. 


In a communication Swearingen & 


Shilling asked for a druggist's permit. It 
was granted. 


Yesterday a summons was served on 


Clerk Durfee by Sheriff Foster, citing the 
City of Decatur to appear in the circuit 
court, at the May term, to answer as de- 
fendant in an action in trespass brought 
by the Decatur Street Kailway and Car- 
rying Co., of which F. Priest is president. 
The summons was read by the clerk and 
placed on file.

STOCK RUNNING AT L.ABGE. 


Aid. Shoemaker stated that the city is 


without a poundmaster, and had been 
since mid-winter, and consequently the 
impounding ordinance is a dead letter. 
Stock is being allowed to run at large 
through the streets every day, and he 
thought the ordinance ought to be enforc- 
ed. He made no motion and no action 
was taken. 


THE OLD ORDINANOFH. 


AU1. Parke sprung the question of re- 


vising the city ordinances HO that they 
will conform with the provisions of the 
general law under which the city is now 
working, and he suggested that, if neces- 
sary, Attorney Mills be compensated for 
any extra work. The old council had 
commenced the work of revision, but 
comparatively little was doue, and the 
alderman thought it very important that 
the matter should be attended to without 
further delay, so that the laws rould be 
enforced. 


Aid. Lhnueen coincided with the views 


of the veteran member from the seeoud 
ward, aud said that he could not recall 
but, three or four ordinances that had 
beeu revised last year, One was about 
impounding animals, and another was 
about lailroade. The others he didn't 
recollect. He hoped that something would 
Vie doue at once. 


Aid. Gogerty remarked that, the old 


council had decided not, to proceed 
with the 
revision, because of lack of 


funds to pay the bills that would be in- 
curred. 


Aid. Parke offered a resolution author- 


izing the city attorney to commence re- 
•\ising the city ordinances, and as fast as 
they were put iu shape, present them to 
the council for action, and in effect that 
he be paid extra pay for extra labor. 


The resolution WHS not adopted. 
Aid. Hardy spoke on the question of 


adopting the lesolution, that Decatnr had 
too many ordinances now. She leiilly 
doesn't, need more thau a half dozen, and 
those that are not in force aud aie dead, 
should be excluded from any new compil- 
ation that may lie made. We can draw 
new ordinances as we need them. The 
one on misdemeanors is good us it stands 
at present. Under it offenders cnn be 
convicted. At this point in the proceed- 
ings Aid. Hardy remarked that, he had 
corno to the meeting to attend to unfin- 
ished business and uot to act on new 
matters. However, he was willing to lin- 
ger a reasonable time. 


Mayor Chambers stated that the ordi- 


nance about police authority should be 
overhauled and remodeled as soon as pos- 
sible, and he hoped that, the council would 
act without any necessary delay. 
As the 


old ordinance now stands it conflicts with 
the present charter, and it should he re- 
vised. 


Aid. Roberts endorsed the remarks of 


Aid. Hardy, and admitted that portions of 
the old ordinances needed revision. 


Attorney Mills spoke to the effect that 


whatever the council desired him to do he 
would cheerfully perform, no matter how 
much time it took. If the work of revi- 
ion took a day or 365 days, he was at the 
service of the city, no matter what the 
iinount of the salary might be. He did 
not approve of the resolution offered by 
Aid. Parke as a whole, and hoped some 
ither plan would be suggested. 


Subsequently Aid. Parke offered a reso- 


lution to the effect that the city attorney 
and the ordinance committee revise and 
compile all the city ordinances, aud sub- 
mit them to the council for action as soon 
as possible. 


The resolution was adopted unani- 


mously. 


THE SIDEWALKS. 


After a long discussion on the sidewalk 


question, Aid. Dinneen submitted a reso- 
lution that the street superintendent be 
instructed to build no more sidewalks or- 
dered constructed by the old council un- 
less ordered to proceed by the present 
onnoil. 
The resolution was adopted. 
By this action the council has lifted a 


heavj load off the shoulders of the snper- 
utendent, and a new plan of building 


He Hune Himself. - 


News reached Decatur to-day that 


Philip Lenhart, a young German farmer, 
committed suicide last night by hanging 
ii> a carriage shed on the SoL Hinriohsen 
farm, five miles east of Lincoln. The 
lifeless body, still warm, as it dangled 
from the end of the rope, was discovered 
early this morning, and Coroner Boyden, 
of Lincoln, being notified of the occur- 
rence, went out to the farm to hold an 
inquest. It appears that Lenhart's old 
mare met with an accident yesterday by 
which she was disabled, and he cried and 
mourned over his misfortune all after- 
noon. It is believed the accident to the 
mare was the cause of the young man 
taking his life. Lenhart leaves a young 
widow to whom he was married no lon- 
ger ago than last March.

other localities who claim to be acquaint- 
ed with his moral reputation. 


After $5O,OOO. 


The Decatur Street Railway and Carry- 


ing Company, of which Mr. Priest is 
president, is after $50,000. The company 
yesterday commenced two suits iu tres- 
pass, one against the City of Decatur for 
825,000, and one against the Citizens' 
Street R'y Co. for $25,000. The papers 
have been filed in the circuit clerk's office, 
and the cases will come up for trial at the 
December term unless they are dismissed. 
We learn that the Decatur company 
claims exclusive right, under the old char- 
ter, to operate a street car line in the city, 
and that Mr. Priest will fight against any 
other company engaging in the enter- 
prise. The counsel for Mr. Priest are 
Crea & Ewing and I. A. Buckingham. 


DECATCB is to have a new daily and 


weekly prohibition paper, edited and pub- 
lished by Albert Smith, editor of the Sen- 
tinel, at Lincoln. Mr. Smith is in the 
city to-day making preparations to locate 
iu l)ecatur.

DENTISTS AT WOBK. 


Six Operatives Giving Exhibitions ot 


Skill at the Court House 


To-Day. 


After the meeting ot the Illinois State 


Dental society this morning, a recess 
until 2 p. m. was taken to give skilled 
operatives an opportunity to make exhi- 
bitions in filling natural teeth and put- 
ting crowns on others. Six dental chairs 
of improved patterns were placed in the 
west end of the court room where there 
was a good light, and the subjects were 
selected from among the members, one of 
whom was the ex-president of the society. 
The operatives were Dr. A. H. Fuller, of 
St. Louis; Dr. C. C. Ohittenden, of Mad- 
iw>n, Wis.; Dr. .T. N. Grouse, of Chicago; 
Dr. J. A. W. Davis, ot Galesburg; Dr. J. 
D. Sitherwood, of Bloomington, and Dr. 
A. E. Matteson, ot Chicago. Around 
each chair gathered a crowd of dentists, 
who watched the performance closely and 
exchanged views on the same as it pro- 
gressed. At the session yesterday after- 
noon a number of papers bearing on 
dentistry were presented and discussed. 


Dr. Black, of Jacksonville, performed 


a very interesting operation, which was 
the chief feature of the day. It was the 
removal of the germ of a wisdom tooth 
from the jaw of a young man who came 
here from Peoria. The young man's jaw 
was in a very bad state, and the subject 
had to be placed under the influence of 
ether. It took some time to remove it 
but it was scientifically and successfully 
done. 


Of the eight applicants for license five 


passed a successful examination. They 
were Dr. G. W. Waltz, of Decatur; Dr.
